UNCONDITIONAL SURRIiNDKR 

People ask what the allies mean by "'uncon- 
ditional surrender." Perhaps one of OWI's 
news Items offers a clue. 

According to OWl, German '■tourists" have 
reappeared In neutral European countries to 
"poison the mlnd,s of neutrals against the 
United Natlon.s so that Germany may prepare 
a springboard for another try (at war)." 

Stockholm reports a manual Lwued by the 
German high command which declares, in a 
pep talk dcslsned to halt the falling birth- 
rale, "Every stout boy born In 1043 can bo- 
come a brave soldier In 1963." 

Buch plans were being made In 1918 by the 
Prussian militarists long before Hitler arous- 
ed popular German enthusiasm tor the pres- 
ent war. The allies didn't deter the Pru.sslans 
then. But now they must. They must hunt 
down and extirpate both Prussian and nazl 
leaders,. Any ■ softness, any listening to the 
Inevitable cry of "poor Germany" would be 
Inviting, another conflict.
